We are 
in need of operators ( voice only ) for the 20 Meter SSB station, information givers, 
persons to explain the operation of the station to visitors, persons to sign up people 
for the license classes, and similar activities.

The tapes will be each an nour long, with about 10 mins each of 5, 7, 13, 15, 
0, and 22 WPM text. The keyer sends tne code, all you have to do is be able to type
